The opposition leaders are drafting |

Mr. Chamberlain’s amendment, which 
was defeated, was moved recently on | 
behalf of the opposition. It declared | 
that the house would welcome the | 
introduction of a bill which, while | 
reforming the composition of the| 
house of lords, maintained its inde- 
pendence as a second chamber, but 
declined to proceed with a measure 
which placed all effective legislative 
authority in the hands of a_ single 
chamber, and offered no safeguard 
against grave changes made without 
the consent of the people. 

The appearance of Mr, Balfour in 
the debate gave a temporary fillip to 
the otherwise dull proceedings, and 
although not in the best of form the 
former premier kept the interest 
alive, not always, however, to the 
complete advantage of his party. For 
instance, expatiating on ‘the value 
of hereditary principles, he exclaim- 
ed: “Let it be our servant; let it no 
longer be our master!’ This admis- 
sion was received with a burst of 
laughter. 

Pending the committee stage of the 
bill interest will now centre in the ex- 
ected production next week of Lord 
sansdowne’s bill. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, member for Ox- 
fora University, drew the jeers of the 
Nationalists by declaring tha’ the 
Ulsterites would be justified “in cut- 
ting themselves off from: this bastard 
republic,” which he said would be 
constituted if the veto bill was 
passed.

Another despatch fixes the follow- 
ing dates for firing of salutes: Anni- 
versaries of the birth, accession and 
coronation of the reigning sovereign, 
birthday of the consort of the reign- 
ing sovereign, and birthday of the 
queen mother, on which days a royal 
salute be fired at noon from all his 
majesty's ships in port, and from all 
forts and batteries from which tri- 
umph salutes are usually fired,

The perogative of 
mercy lies with the crown and not 
with me. I can simply urge you to 
—but I have no alternative but_ to 
pronounce the sentence which the law 
declares I must pronounce on you. 
I would urge you to spend the time 
which I now give you in preparing 
for your end, 

“The sentence of the court is that 
you be taken from hence to the police 
barracks at Calgary, and there con- 
fined until Tuesday, the 18th day of 
April next, and that you shall be 
hanged by the neck until you are 
dead, and may God have merey on 
your soul!”

| PABLO KILLING OWN BUFFALO 


The State Has Made a Demonsatra- 
tion, buf Has Taken No Ac- 
tion as Yet. 

Edmonton.—The found up of the re- 
maining 80 buffalo on the Flathead 
Indian reserve in Western Montana 
will begin on March 15, according to 
Howard Douglas, commissioner of Do- 
minion parks, who has returned from 
Montana, where he has been making 
arrangements for the final shipment 
of buffalo to Wainwright buffalo 
park, 

“The round up will be over before 
the snow is gone,” said Mr. Douglas. 
“The purpose in beginning now is to 
enable the riders to track the buffalo 
with greater ease, 

“Pablo has now killed 20 buffalo in 
all. A short time ago some of the 
Pablo and his men rode out and des- 
patched some four of the worst in 
the herd, 

“The sheriff and chief game warden 
were at once sent to arrest them, the 
purpose being to finally vindicate the 
stute’s claim to the buffalo made last 
year. Nothing has been heard yet of 
the outcome of the state’s action. 

“The opening up of the reserve to 
settlement has brought the settler on 
the land and Pablo found himself 
with prospects of having to pay big 
damage suits for any loss of life or 
destruction of property occasioned by 
his pets. In view of the responsibil- 
ity of Pablo for their actions he con- 
siders he is only acting in self-defence 
in forestalling such possibilities and 
he will prosecute the hunt and round 
up with the greatest vigor. The final 
shipment,’’ Mr. Douglas states, ‘will 
be made some time in the spring 
after the round up.

James Short, K.C., said 
he was perfectly willing that the 
postponement be granted until a ver- 
dict had been reached against Fisk. 
Subsequently Robertson was brought 
into court and when Mr. Moffat again 
made his application it was granted 
by the judge on the grounds asked. |

had assured her so it came to pass. 

We think of Sarah and her un- 
believing laughter, and yet in her 
case it came to pass, for ‘Is anything 
too hard for the Lord?’ (Gen. xviii, 
9-14.) We look onward to Elizabeth 
and Zacharias and note the unbe- 
lief of the latter (Luke i, 13-20), and 
|yet in their case it came to pass also. 
| So we are taught to ‘Be not afraid, 
only believe,” (Mark v, 36), and re- 
ly on Jer, xxxiii, 3. 

It may have been that the child 
became too much of an idol—we do 
not know—but one day in the field 
with the reapers he complained of 
his head, was carried home and died 
on his mother’s knees at noon. She 
laid the little body on Elisha’s bed, 
shut the door, and without telling 
her husband why, she made all pos- 
sible speed to the man of God, who 
was then at Mount Carmel. Seeing 
her afar off, he sent his servant Ge- 
hazi to inquire of her if it was well 
with her and her husband and the 
child. Her reply was: “It is well,” 
but she hurried on until she came to 
Elisha, and she held him fast by his 
feet, and with the very words which 
Elisha himself used to Elijah she 
clung to him until he arose and went 
with her (verse 30, with chapter ii, 
2, 4, 6). 

Gehazi_ preceded them and laid the 
staff of Elisha upon the child, but 
there was no effect upon the child, no 
response, neither voice nor hearing. 
When Elisha came he went in and 
shut the door and prayed unto the 
Lord and then stretched himself upon 
the child, mouth to mouth, eyes to 
eyes, hands to hands, and the flesh 
of the child waxed warm. After 
walking to and fro in the house he 
again stretched himself upon the 
child, and the child sneezed seven 
times and opened his eyes. The 
mother was called, and with grati- 
tude that cannot be described she 
took up her son and went out. 

The next verses describe a deliver- 
ance from death that might have 
tuken away many, and the chapter 
closes with a miraculous multiplica- 
tion of bread—life given, life restored, 
life saved, life sustained, completing 
nine instances thus far of the power 
of God seen through Elisha. Elisha 
was to this woman a man of God, a 
holy man of God (verses 9, 16, 21, 22, 
(26, 27); not so Gehazi. She saw some- 
thing of God in Elisha. He was to 
her in God's stead. We are here in 
Christ’s stead, and people should see 
something of Him in us (II Cor. iv, 
11; v, 20). Let the woman’s pressing 
on to Elisha remind us that we must 
come to God Himself through Jesus 
Christ alone and not through any 
mortal man. 

Ordinances may be as useless as 
Elisha’s staff. It is life that is need- 
ed, though there may be life associat- 
ed with ordinances in the hands of 
some, but not through such as Gehazi.

MISSIONARY PIONEERS. 


The Gospel Has Paved the Way for 
Empire. 


It may not be generally known, but 
it is ‘none the less a fact that we owe 
several of our recent acquisitions of 
territory to the work or influence of 
missionaries. We give a batch of 
illustrations from the latest recruit- 
si, ground, Africa, 

he expansion of South Africa is 
largely the work of the missionaries. 
In Bechuanaland the northern route 
was for a long time kept open solely 
by their influence. Some of the earli- 
est roads wére known as ‘Missionary 
Roads,’ and many place-names pre- 
serve the memory of individuals. 

Indirectly the missionaries account 
for the Transvaal and Orange River 
Provinces, our latest acquisitions. 
For, though we had to pay £200,000,- 
000 for the war of conquest, in con- 
trast to the inexpensiveness of mis- 
sionary labor, it was nevertheless to 
the latter that the great Boer trek of 
1836 was due, which resulted in the 
founding of the republics. For had 
fot Dr. Philip been so doughty a 
champion of the natives, and so trust- 
ed an adviser of the Government, the 
Boers would never have moved out. 

Ot the crest achievements of Jiiv-, 
ingstone it is unnecessary to speak; 
but we must not isfgel thict they 
opened the country to successive in- 
cursions of Englishmen, and that 
John Mackenzie, the missionary, was 
one of the first to follow him. It was 
Mackenzie who saved the native 
states from extinction by the Boers, 
and, as _ Deputy Commissioner. of 
Bechuanaland, helped to found that 

rovince. It has been said that if 

is advice had been taken “the Boer 

war would have been averted. And a 
high authority has added that if the 
missionaries of Christ had preceded 
those of empire the whole of the nine 
Kaffir wars might also have been 
saved. 

The Moffat Treaty of 1888 with the 
Matabeles laid the foundation of 
Rhodesia for us. Yet that treaty was 
the work of a missionary, the Rev. 
J. 8. Moffat, son of the famous Dr. 
Moffat. 

Basutoland, the ‘Switzerland of 
South Africa, we owe to a French mia- 
sionary, Coillard of the Zambesi. 
Moshesh, the able Basyto chief, 
governed with a cabinet of French 
missionaries. After inflicting a severe 
defeat on our forces in 1852, he wrote 
to their commander a letter in which 
he offered peace, saying, “I am 
ashamed of what happened yester- 
day. Let it be forgotten. Oh, my 
master, I am still your man. I am 
still the child of the Queen.” After 
such politic and Christian epistle 
it is not surprising to find that in 
due course 
under our protection on the most 
favorable terms. The Basutos are 
said by Bryce to have made greater 
progress in civilization than any* 
other Kaffir race. Their imports in

Northwest Rhodesia, again, we owe 
to Stewart of Lovedule. By his ex 
ploration of the Shire country, he 
supplied Lord Salisbury with the in- 
formation on which he formed the 
British Central Africa protectorate. 
By the founding of Livingstonia he 
did much more still to establish our 
authority there. And as it was we 
were only just in time to anticipate 
the great partition of the continent, 
and to resist the Portuguese claim to 
the Nyassa region as well. As Cecil 
Rhodes once said, ‘‘We owe all Rho- 
desia to you Scotch missionaries.” 
Or as Stead more dramatically put 
it, “The frontier has advanced on 
the stepping-stones of missionary 
graves,”

The C.P.R. has called for tenders 
for the construction of the Kootenay 
Central railway south from Golden, 
and the opening of this direct line 
from Goulden will ten to stimulate 
the influx of settlers to a region 
which has great agricultural, and 
fruit growing possibilities. The com- 
pletion of the C.P.R. line is also ex- 
pected to effect the mining indus- 
tries ol the province. Deposits of 
silver, lead and copper, are known 
to exist in large quantities.

Golden is just 180 miles 
from Calgary, and the next nearest

SKIMMING SURFACE’ A CRIME

Thié fall I have received so many 
letters of the same tenor that an ans- 
wer through the Bulletin would seem 
desirable, One farmer writes: ‘TI 
have been plowing my land about 
five inches, following strictly all the 
rules laid down for the conservation 
of moisture, but getting ony about 
ten bushels to the ‘acre, which is 
hardly payable. How can I increase 
my yield?’ The trouble with this 
man is the trouble with allfarming 
too much on the surface. Deep plow- 
ing, deep rooting, and holding the 
moisture where it cannot evaporate, 

is the only antidote. 

Besides the loss of moisture engen- 
dered by shallow plowing, we have to 
consider an equally serious evil—the 
combustion of humus. There is _no- 
thing facilitates this as much as shal. 
low plowing and frequente shallow 
tilling. 

Secretary Wilson has already drawn 
our atention to this by denoting it as 
“‘a vicious system of farming,’ and 
the only way around it, as I pointed 
out at the time, is by plowing deeper 
and cultivating the fallow less, but 
jparting it in better shape for accumu- 
ating moisture. 

In many places our sandy loams 
are already becoming exhausted and | 
|so devoid of humus that some of our} 
/farmers say it does not pay to plow 
|them deeply. 

| Humus is a carbon compound, and | 
|when the oxygen of the air attacks it 
it becomes carbon dioxide—the car- 
bonic acid gas so deadly to human 
life, so indispensible to plant life. 

| In dry climates, when humus is at 
or near the surface, this combustion | 
can go on unimpeded; but in humid | 
climates it is much slower on account 
of the water film around each particle | 
which protects it from the oxygen, 

Therefore, it is.plain that, in order | 
to save our humus, we must keep it} 
damp, keep it away from the atmos- | 
|phere, bury it as deeply as possible, | 
This element of our soils is found) 
{almost entirely on the surface, being 
'a product of the Sod, and every atom | 
of it that finds its way into the atmos-| 
phere is a dead loss to the farmer, 

Pure humus is said to be able to 
hold 200 per cent. of water, whereas 
}some soils will-not hold over 20 per 
}eent, without leaching. 

Some farmers will contend that 
deep plowing on their soils does not 
bring results, and there is-much truth | 
\in this, for often their last chance to! 
raise a crop is to skim the surface 
again and use up the last particle of 
‘humus. But this, of course, is burn- | 
ing the candle at both ends. The} 
remedy is to plow deep at the start, | 
incorporate the surface humus with | 
10 inches of soil, and then if too thin 
to raise fair crops plow under more; 
green material until the results are, 
satisfactory. | 

The most handy crop for this work} 
is fall rye, because it can be raised | 
during the winter months and plowed} 
under when a foot high in time for 
planting the regular crops. They say! 
in Germany that land that will not 
respond to deep plowing is not agri- 
cultural soil, but where this is the 
case through lack of humus, it can be 
remedied, for our soils are usually | 
rich in all the mineral elements, and | 
barnyard manure and green crops will} 
supply the other. A soil that is be-| 
coming exhausted for want of humus} 
can be planted with alfalfa, which will} 
eventually replenish it; but in order 
;to obtain a stand, 8 to 10-inch plow- 
ing is necessary, and if the soil that

}\is turned up is poor and thin, a top} 


dressing of rotten manure of old cor-| 
ral dirt is the thing -before drilling | 
the seed in. By this method I have} 
raised alfalfa on a sand bar, and after | 
six years plowed it up and took off! 
a crop of oats, and then back into! 
alfalfa again, this time without man- | 
uring. 

The hardest and most unpopular | 
work that we have ahead of us is to} 
convert the farmers of the West to} 
deep plowing. It took England 40} 
years to do this, and Germany 49. In| 
the meantime the average production | 
of small grain increased from 11 
bushels to 40 and 45, and potatoes in 
the island of Jersey on land plowed! 
16 inches and fertilized with seaweed | 
for humus go from 600 to 800 bushels 
per acre, In order to obtain a lease 
on farming land in the above coun- 
ties, the tenant has to enter into a 
contract to plow deep, rotate his 
crops, and put back into the soil what 
he takes out. 

In this country, for the accumula- 
tion of moisture and the conéervation | 
of humus, deep plowing is absolutely 
necessary, and at the same time. re- 
markably profitable; and in the ex- 
ceptional case, where the land is too} 
thin, it will pay a hundred-fold to 
fertilize it until you have a fairly rich 
seed bed 10 inches deep.

He Was Not Really Needed to Take 
the Steamer Down the Lachine 
Sault But He Added Color to the 
Episode—His Father-in-Law Had 
33 Children—John Once Saved 
C.P.R. a Lot of Money. 


All those who went down to Mont. 
real in ships fifteen or twenty years 
ago will remember the feeling of 
security and awe with which they 
| contemplated the Indian warrior who 
| stood beside the wheel in the Lachine 
| Rapids. They will remember how the 
boat stopped opposite Caughnawaga, 
how a birch-bark canoe was paddled 
alongside, and how a_ magnificent 
lo kK ng serciorin full panop y c.imb- 
ed majestically on board. With 
plumes and paint, and all the trap- 
pings of state, he stalked up to the 
pilot-house, and there took his stand 
beside the helmsman. With folded 
{arms he posed, gazing sternly upon 
the seething waters. Now and then 
he addressed a word or two to the 
wheel, But most of the time he mere- 
ly stood and gazed coldly and im- 
passively at the rapids. 

It gave one a feeling of absolutely 
| safety to see him there. Timid wo- 
men, just on the point of shrieking 
at some parucuwarly heavy roll of the 
boat, would glance up at that imper- 
turbable face and sigh in content. 
There could be no such thing as dan- 
ger while he was there, 


Some of the more knowing passen-
